Call _to Order 
The meeting was called to order at 2:15 p.m. 


Dr. Wall welcomed all those present to the first meeting of the 
permanent Council of the Faculty of Arts and Science. He said that 
he had been asked by the Academic Deans to chair the meetings of 
Council until June when the rotating process would begin. He 
explained the significant difference between the two Councils by 
saying that Library Studies, Communication Studies, Health Sciences 
and Andragogy, which had been represented by one member would now 
each have a representative, and that the small units --Simone de 
Beauvoir Institute, Lonergan University College, Centre for Mature 
Students and School of Community and Public Affairs would be repre- 
sented. Dr. Wall added that it was his hope that the new larger 
body would be able to fulfill the wishes of both the Interim Council 
and Senate; that it will be a forum for the expression of opinion 
for the deliberation of legislation coming before the Council, and 
hopefully, an effective unit to bring the concerns of faculty before 
the appropriate bodies. 


Approval of Agenda 


It was moved and seconded (Lajoie/Macaluso) to approve the agenda 
as circulated. 


The question was called on the motion and was CARRIED. 


Approval of Minutes 


It was suggested that the phrasing of the first motion in the minutes 
of February 2, 1979 be changed to recommend "the names of four 
candidates for honorary degrees." 


O 79-3-2 It was moved and seconded (Lajoie/Dubas) that the minutes of the 
last meeting of the Interim Council held on March 2, 1978 as cor- 
rected, be approved. 


The question was called on the motion and was CARRIED. 


6. Question Period 


Concern was expressed over the lack of availability of reference 
periodicals which have been transferred from the Loyola Libraries to 
the downtown campus. The Librarian's representative explained what 
was involved in such a move. 

It was asked when the projected student registration estimate for 


next year would be available. No answer was provided, but the 
suggestion was that there would be a slight decline. 


7. Standing Committees of the Permanent Council 


79-3-3 It was moved and seconded (Malik/Davis) that Council members confirm 
the Steering Committee of the Interim Council as the Steering 
Committee of the permanent Council. 


79-3-4 It was moved and seconded (Brian/Lajoie) to amend the motion to include 
a representative from Division IV. on the Steering Committee 


i The question was called on the amendment and was CARRIED.

The Acting Chairman called for nominations for a replacement for 
Prof. Bhatnagar on Steering Committee. It was explained that 
Dr. Bhatnagar is no longer a member of Council. 
Dr. Macaluso nominated Prof. Hamalian, seconded by Prof. Haccoun.

The question was called on the motion and was CARRIED.

Prof. Kornblatt nominated Prof. Tresierra who declined the nomination. 


Prof. Macaluso nominated Ms. R. Tekel who declined.

8. Faculty Representation on the Board of Governors - 
New Procedures (ASC 79-3-3) 


Dr. Wall read a letter from Mr. Duder concerning the new procedure 
to be followed in electing faculty representatives to the Board of 
Governors. 


The section concerning Arts and Science representatives states: 


Three (3) Governors who shall be nominated from among the 
full-time faculty members, by full-time faculty members, 

of the Faculty of Arts and Science. 

(In the Faculty of Arts and Science the Faculty Council may 
decide on the distribution of the three positions among the 
Divisions of that Faculty.) 


It was moved and seconded (Cohen/Lajoie) that the Acting Chairman 
ask, in the name of Council, the Elections Committee of the Faculty 
to supervise and conduct the elections of members to the Board of 
Governors. 


The question was called on the motion and was CARRIED. 

It was moved and seconded (Cohen/Tresierra) that in electing members 
to the Board of Governors to assure that no more than one faculty 
member from any Division be elected. 

The question was called on the motion and was CARRIED. 

Elections (ASC 79-3-D1) 

A. Visiting Lecturers Committee 


Dr. Wall presented Steering Committee's nominations. 


Ss) 793-10 It was moved and seconded (Lajoie/Krantz) to accept Steering 
Committee's nominations for the Visiting Lecturers Committee. 


The question was called on the motion and was CARRIED. 
There were no nominations from the floor.

B. Ad Hoc Committee to Study Linguistics in the Faculty

Committee's nomination of Ms. R. DeAngelo (Education) for the Ad 
Hoc Committee to Study Linguistics in the Faculty. 


The question was called on the motion and was CARRIED. 
There were no nominations from the floor.

10. Curriculum Committee Report 
Special Summer Session 1979 (ASC 79-3-D2) 
The Chariman explained that the Report consisted of the revised 
description of German C360 which Council members had requested at 


its meeting of January 12, and courses in Geography which were not 
included in the original report. 


79-3-12 It was moved and seconded (Frost/Macaluso) to approve the 
Curriculum Committee's Report on courses to be offered in the 
Special Summer Session 1979. 


The question was called on the motion and was CARRIED. 


(The report will be combined with the one approved earlier and 
forwarded to Senate for approval.) 


11. Recommendations Concerning the Holding of Final Examinations in the 
Last Week of Classes 


The Chairman reported that the Steering Committee had debated the 
question at length and had spent some time attempting to define 

~ "final" examination. He said that the regulations are not clear and 

d not easy toenforce and that the committee recognizes the serious burden

placed on some students by holding examinations early, but that in any 
poll taken in class many students would favour the practice. 


Dr. Wall said that he would like comments on one suggestion made by 
Steering Committee, that of guaranteeing every student the right to 
take a written examination, which was scheduled in the last two weeks 
of classes, at the scheduled examination period. 


Following a lengthy discussion in which the suggestion was not over- 
79-3-13 whelmingly endorsed it was moved and seconded (Chaikelson/Lajoie) to 


move in to a committee of the whole in order to take a number of straw 
votes concerning the potential choices open. 


The question was called on the motion and was CARRIED.

a) Preference for a regulation that would forbid holding final 
examinations in the final week of classes.

b) To allow students the option of taking the final examination, if 
scheduled in the last week of classes, during the scheduled 
examination period. 


for: 8 
c) If the final does not exceed more than 30% of the final grade, 
and the examination period does not exceed the class time, then 


such an examination should be allowed in the final week of 
classes. 


for: 15 against: 14 


d) Having absolutely no examinations in the last week of classes. 


for: 10 against: more than 10 

e) An examination held in the last week of class must not exceed 
class time.

Lajoie) to move out of the committee of the whole. 


The question was called on the motion and was CARRIED.

It was asked what had happened to the report on Guidelines for 


Honours. Dr. Wall replied that it was in the hands of Steering Com- 
mittee who would prepare a short paper for the next agenda.
